This tel egram is going the rounds of 
the press under the date of Milwaukee: 
Francisca Maul, a pretty brunette of 
eighteen summers, came here from Chi- 
cleo a few days ago and is now ^\orking 
in a tailor shop. 
She has a remarkable 
story to tell. She lived with her parents 
Freysingen, 
Bavaria, 
where 
she 
formed the acquaintance of Bev. Karl 
Horns, a Catholic priest. 
According to 
her story, he painted to her and her sis- 
the life in America, and especially 
that of a teacher in ladies' seminaries, in 
such glowing colors that both girls came 
here. 
They were received at the Dom- 
inican conyent at Racine, in July, 1864. 
She alleges that they were forced to stay 
and became novitiates against their will, 
their money, about $200, was taken from 
them, and that ^theiir hair was cut in 
spite of their protests. 
They were kept 
close prisoners, but her sister Barbara, 
eventually escaped to Chicago, and went 
from there to Fort Wayne, where she 
found employment in a hospital. 
Upon 
the instigation of her sister, her parents 
addressed themselves to the Sister Super- 
ior of the convent, and forwarded still 
more money for Francisca, but it was 
kept away from her. 
She recently es-

cago to search for her sister, but was 
unable to find her. 
She thinks now that 
her sistor, is here, and after finding her 
intends to bring suit against the Sister 
Superior at Racine, for detention and 
recovery of money allied to have been 
taken away from her."

Faith- 
ful to the interests of his brethren, he at once 
took a stand in the legislature as the cham- 
pion of labor. 
He joined other workingmen 
in the assembly in 
perfecting legislation 
which has given to the laboring classes more 
benefits than any legislature has ever given. 
During the terrible strike in the Hocking val- 
ley John McCabe was the busiest man in the 
state of Ohio. 
As president of the Miners' 
association he was kept busy night and day, 
and was prostrated during the winter near 
unto death. 
He is made of good material, 
however, and has since recoverefl. 
He comes 
of go<_xl Irish-English stock, his mother and 
father having Ijeen born in Carlisle, Cumber- 
land county, 
England. 
They 
came 
to 
America in 18.53. Mr. McBride is a member 
of the Knights of Laljor, and has held many 
important positions in that organization.

UNDER ITALIAN SKIES.' 


GRACE GREENWOOD CHATS ABOUT 
MANY INTERESTING THINGS. 


A Xake^BelieT« Beglcld«i»Eslled Claim- 
ant* to Crown»—King Humbert In tb* 
Bain—About Titles of Nobility in t b e 
Trench Kepnblic->Tbey Cannot SurriTe. 


ISDeclal CorresponaiRnce.] 
Mhjot, Sept. 1.—We have been having a 
little sensation in the regicide line. Last week 
a yonng ^ d i e r of good sUmding, a aergeant 
in the Eighty-eighth infantry, now staticHied 
at Monza as guard of the king at his summer 
palace, attempted to commit suicide by dis- 
charging his fusil plump and square into his 
breast. By almost a miracle he escaped death, 
the ball not touching any vital pai*t; yet if 
he lives he must be, they say, "a physical 
wreck," his right arm being pralyzed. When 
this would-be suicide was discovered welter- 
ing in his gore, in his pocket there was found 
a letter pompously addressed, "To his Maj- 
esty, Humbert, King of Italy," and running 
thus* 


KINO HtTMBERT OF ITALY 


I have received a command to kill j'our majesty, 
but at tbe moment of action I have thought that 
yoiur life is precious and that mine is dear only to 
my mother. I prefer, therefore, to kill myself. 
Before dying I commend to your majesty my poor 
mother. 
FRANCISCO DE FruNciscm. 


On reading this letter, Humbert made a re- 
mark which si)oke both for his courage and 
goodness of heart. 
He said: "This is a crazy 
fellow, who would render his suicide interest- 
ing." 
The king was, however, mistaken. 
Though when first interrogated, the sergeant 
had declared that the "removal" of Humbert 
was a "little job" laid out for him by a secret 
society of conspirators whose commands, in 
an hour of Nihilistic infatuation, he had 
solenmly sworn to obey, he since has con- 
fessed that this story was an utter fabrica- 
tion, and that he concocted it to give his poor 
mother a claim on the generous charity of 
the king. As for the motive of his attempt on 
his own life, the inevitable "woman in the 
case," was not a good old lady, but a very 
naughty young one, whom, on a recent leave, 
he had met at Alano, his native town. 
I t 
seems that a watch had been confided to his 
care, to take to a fellow soldier, which time- 
piece Signorina Delilah had taken a fancy to 
and gained possession of by some means, and 
Fraiiceschi, not being able to account for its 
disappearance, was on the eve of being de- 
nounced as a thief, disgraced and stripped of 
the sergeant's galloni, and prefen-ed death. 
Perhaps it is a pity he could not have had his 
choice. 


The son of Vittorio Emanuele does not scare 
well. 
On the very day of that sensational 
event, while many about him were alarmed 
by the sergeant's letter, Humbert drove down 
to Milan in an open carriage, wivh no guards, 
and one attendant. 
It was on the day of our 
most terrific thunder storm of the season. 
What a rain was that—^mshing, roaring, pour- 
ing, plunging down. 
It looked, seen across 
the wide Piazza del Duomo, like a lake on 
end. 
Jxist wiien the tempest was at its height 
the king drove into tbe piazza, toward the 
royal palace. 
Some of his loyal subjects, 
sheltered under the colonnades, raised a shout 
of "Viva il Re!" and he, seeing himself found 
out, bowed in return, lifting his hat with his 
usual exceeding courtesy, baring his anointed 
head to the pelting; flood—for that was a 
storm in which no stoutest umbrella could live. 
About an hour later he stai-ted hack to 
Monza—still in the rain, still in an open car- 
riage. 


Yet King Humbert knows, by experience, 
the peculiar perils which beset the best regu- 
lated royal families nowadays. 
"Uneasy lies 
the head that wears a crown"—the only ex- 
ceptions among present European monarchs 
being the infantile Alphonso, of Spain, and 
the imbecile Otho, of Bavaria—and yet how 
many heads there m-e that ache and itch to 
wear that troublous and perilous circlet. 
Be- 
hold in France, or just noiv oiil of France, the 
four pretenders, all after that old crown 
•which the republic has laid on the shelf, yet 
all posing as distinguished patriots, thinking 
only of redeeming their beloved country, 
lifting her from the slough of republican 
vulgarity and corruption to the old height of 
imperial glory or Bourbon purity. 
They are 
ready and eager to lay themselves out on the 
altar of la patrie—they 
are as sacrificial 
lambs, bleating to be offered up. 
I thought, 
with many outsiders, that the govenunent of 
M. Grevy was of that worse thing than a 
crime, a blunder, in expelling all 
those 
princes, till the indignant exiles went to 
"proclamating" so furiously and foolishly— 
each fellow showing his hand for the pro- 
posed game of revolution. 


Those Parthian arrows were dipped in the 
very venom of disaffection and sedition, and 
furnish the best defense for the severe action 
of the government. 
Since those manifestoes 
appeared, and since the English have wel- 
comed "the illustrious exiles" with such osten- 
tatious sympathy, I have hoped more ar- 
dently than ever that the French republic 
would continue to "hold the fort" against the 
two elder men and the 
two boys, who 
threaten her most direfuUy. 
In the mmaber 
of the pretenders is her safety, pei-haps. 


The four busy Bs may sting one another 
to death. 
I do not believe that tho dainty 
Bourbon lilies will ever again really flourish in 
their native soil, water them with blood and 
manure them with bones as you wiU. 
They 
will be overgrown by 
vulgar democratic 
cereals, or perhaps choked with commuaistic 
and atheistic brambles and thistles. 
I be- 
lieve the last Napoleonic throne was burned 
with the Tuileries. 
If the present govern- 
ment has strengthened and not weakened 
itself by 
this throwing overboard of its 
Jonahs, and shall enter on a new period of 
power and prosperity, its tendency must be 
more and more democratic. 
An able Eng- 
lish writer says: "Titles of nobility cannot 
long survive in the French republic." 


A member of the chamber of deputies 
aimed a deathblow at them not long since by 
coolly proposing that they should be sold m 
open market. 
According to his plan, plam 
citizens, by the payment of certain graduated 
gums to the govemrnent, could call them- 
Helves dukes, marquises, counts or barons. 
The old aristocracy of France is, after all, 
wise enough to meet the inevitable tide of 
change half way. 
Jt is no longer the "proud 
mid '«ugbty" paste it once was.

INTERNATIONAL YACHTING. 


The Steps by Which the Modern Tacht 
Sas Developed. 


Now that tbd American type of yacht has 
proved again the fleetest afloat, it is interest- 
ing to note the stages by which this degree of 
pMection has been reached. When racing 
vessels were first baQt is unknown. 
But that 
such were In use by the northern nations of 
Europeis well attested. Hie sturdy old Norse 
chieftains were so proud of their boats that 
they insisted on being buried in them. 
Many 
of their graves have been tmearthed with the 
hulls of their vessels in sufficient preservation 
to show that in shape they were as beautiful 
end perfect as anything we produce t o ^ y 
for propelling with oars. 
When the Phoeni- 
dans and Arabians were contending for the 
India trade a model of sailing ship was devel- 
oped which was strikingly similar to the old- 
time clipper ships, which came after. Thefleet- 
nessof these latter sailers, was sacrificed to 
the requirements of commerce. 


The first yacht club on record was the 
Royal CJork Yacht club, organized in 1720. 
It demonstrated the necessity for speed of 
sharp bows and hollow garboards, instead of 
the bulging hulls that were common up to 
that time. Their yachts were richly carved 
and gilded. The next lesson the British ad- 
miralty learned in the art of building fleet 
vessels was from the French smugglers, 
whose vessels could outsail the government 
vessels every time. 


The first international yacht race of which 
we have any record was sailed at Bermuda 
in 1849, between the English cutter Pearl and 
the American yacht Brenda, 
The Brenda 
was victorious. It was the performance of 
the yacht America in the race around the Isle 
of Wight, in 18pl, in which she distanced the 
sixteen competing yachts, that 
awakened 
seamen to the possible improvement in yacht 
modeling, and brought about a revolution in 
yacht building. 


THE GALATEA AND MAYFIXJWER. 


The above sketch of the Galatea and May- 
flower as they appeared in running before the 
wind in one of the recent races gives an ex- 
cellant idea of the number of sails that are 
crowded on to a modern yacht, and also the 
beautiful curves the outlines of these sails as- 
sume when filled by the wind. It is in the 
shape, size and management of sails that the 
greatest improvements have been made of 
late years. 
In this both countries have made 
equal strides. 
But it is to the use of the 
Yankee centerboard that American yachts 
owe most of their superiority, and it is only 
by adopting it that crafts of other countries 
may successfully compete for the interna- 
tional challenge cup.
